a | necessities for winter travel for Rangers and other folks 
who live and work in thessnow country, Now, however, ever-increasing 
numbers of winter forest visitors are using sKis, snowshoes and toboggats 
for recreation as well, | 

The United States Foreat Service, with the help of CCG 
enrolleas and WPA workers, has developed hundreda of winter sports areas 
0, in the National Forests, Ski trails have been oleared, warming shelters 
have been built, parking areas have been constructed, and many of the 
other essential features for popular and safe winter playgrounds have been 
provided, | 

More than ninety of cur one hundred and sixty Nationl Forests 
are covered with snow at least sixty days during the average winter, Some 
National Forests even provide a longer season for wintery sports enthusiasts 
than they do for sumner vacationiets, And, it ie here that those visitors 
whe prefer the untracked snow slopes for what they call "ski touring" may 
find suitable cross-country courses, The location and marking of such 

. Gross-country ski trails requires intimate knowledge of snow conditions 

- and winter weather, But now, let's tour a bit ourselves, And, as we look 
«. in at the Ranger Station on the Pine Cone National Forest we find our 
friends Ranger Jim Robbing and his assistant, Jerry Quick, locking intently |
